Regarding claim 60, Bethuy et al. discloses an "Electronically 
controlled beverage dispenser" which has a first probe (38a), a second 
probe (38b), a ground probe (198) and a controller (140) coupled with both 
the first and second probes and a pulse signal attenuated by the ground 
probe indicating the sufficient/insufficient amount of liquid in the container.
